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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's comments filed 9/9/05 have 
overcome the 35 (JSC 112 written description rejections. Continued on additional sheet. 

The applicants arguments regarding the 35 USC 103 rejection are not persuasive. The applicant argues that Sharpe and Chan show 
devices that are not disabled in a unprogrammed state. The claims do not require (claim 35 as an example) that in an unprogrammed 
state, the device is disabled. Sharpe and Chan are cited for teaching that is it common in the art to program ID codes into electronic 
devices at the point of sale. It appears that the applicant agrees with the examiner that Sharpe and Chan teach programming RICs into 
devices at the point of sale; see page 12, last two paragraphs of the 9/9/05 response. The applicant argues that the combination does not 
teach the communication unit configured for enabling coupling with the normal circuits. As cited in the rejection, Isikoff produces a shut off 
signal in response to a shut off command. The shut off signal is then used to disable power to all or parts of the computer. Therefore, the 
communication unit is coupled with at least the power circuits thus reading on the claimed limitations. In response to the applicant's 
argument of hindsight, it is noted that the references do not themselves need to point out motivation and that the motivation is given by the 
examiner in the Final Office Action 
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
